4. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a display device comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically an 
island-shaped conductor for repairing line disconnection disposed above the conductive 
line with the first insulating layer therebetween and a pixel electrode provided above the 
switching element with the second insulating layer interposed therebetween and 
connected with the switching element via the through hole. 

5. USPAT 6,630,976 discloses an array substrate for use in an LCD device 
including at least one repair line wherein the repair line is insulated against the data and 
gate lines by insulation layers and overlapping the gate and data lines. USPAT 

6,621 ,535 discloses a semiconductor device that includes DLC (diamond-like carbon) 
film formed on a surface of an insulating substrate allowing charges of static electricity 
to flow and prevent electrostatic breakdown of the TFT. USPAT 6,072,559 discloses an 
active matrix display device having defect repair extension line beneath each pixel. 
USPAT 6,025,892 discloses a liquid crystal display device having a conductive film (not 
for repairing line disconnection) formed above the conductive line with the first insulating 
layer interposed therebetween and a pixel electrode provided above the switching 
element with the second insulating layer interposed therebetween. USPAT 5,995,178 
discloses an active matrix liquid crystal panel and a method for repairing defect therein. 
USPAT 5,977,563 discloses an active matrix substrate and correcting method of 
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structural defect. However, all of the prior art references alone or in combination fail to 
teach or suggest the claimed display device wherein an island-shaped conductor for 
repairing line disconnection disposed above the conductive line with the first insulating 
layer therebetween and a pixel electrode provided above the switching element with the 
second insulating layer interposed therebetween and connected with the switching 
element via the through hole, including all other recitations.
